ANTARCTIC EXPERIENCE. 
From 1907 to 1909 he served a8 
scientific offlcer with the Shackle- 
ton Antarctic Expedition and 
headed the party that first climbed 
Mt. Erebus. While on the snow 
slopes of the mountain he called 


‘to Sir Douglns Mawson who was 


writing in his tent: “Could you 
spare @ moment to come out to 
me?”, Mawson said he was busy, 
but would come presently, After 
an interval David said: “I’m 


“awfully sorry to trouble you, but 


I must ask you, if you don’t mind, 
to mako haste. The fact is, I've 
fallen into crevasse. I’m hang- 
ingon to the edge with my fingers 
und Isshall have to let go, | you 
don't come out and help-me.’

After resigning his chair in 
1924 he made . two © remarkable 
geological diacoverios which. were 
announced in 1928. “He stated 
that radio-active evidence showed 
that somo of the oldest rocks In 
the world date back 1,600 million 
years. In the Mount Lofty. and 
Flinders’ Ranges in South Austra- 
lia he found rocks containing per- 
fectly ‘preserved remnants of 
animal: J?fe millions of years 
older than any hitherto classified 
by sclence—a discovery that places 
the birth of Ife. far-earller than 
rad beon supposed. Ho had been 


‘penrching. for. these ‘remaina for 


90 years, but it was not till May, 


"1928, that he found them by the 


ald of a powerful microscope.
